Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1,3, 4-16, 18 and 20-23 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art falls to teach or disclose the transmitting of a first out-of-band signal 
containing Information from a first card in the network element to a second card In the 
network element over a link, the link carrying the first out-of-band signal between the 
first card and the second card by a different path from a path used to forward data traffic 
between the first and second cards; receiving, by the second card In the network 
element, out-of-band signals from a plurality of other cards in the network element; 
incorporating, by the second card in the network element, information extracted from the 
out-of-band signals received from the plurality of other cards in the network element into 
a second out-of-band signal, In a combination with other recited claimed limitations.
